Wherekoze, 
whoſoeuer (hall eate of this bꝛead, and dꝛinke of 
this cup ok the Lozde vnwoꝛthilp, ſhatbe gilty of 
the body and bloud ol the Loꝛde. But let a man 
examine him ſelle, and lo let him eate of the bꝛead 
and dꝛinke ok the cuppe.

openly in the woꝛlde, Jeuer taught in the Sina. 
goge, and in the Temple whither all the Jewes | 
Haue reſoꝛted and in ſecrete haue J ſaide nothing. 
Why al keſt thou me! Al ke them which heard me, | 
what J ſaide vnto them. Beholde, they can tell 
what J ſaid. Mhen he had thus ſpoken, one of the 
miniſters which ſlode by, ſmote Jeſus on the face, 

ſaping:Aunſwereſt thou the hye Pꝛieſt ſo 7 Jelus 
aunlwered him: Ik J haue euill ſpoken, beare wit · 

nes ok the ruill: But if J haue well ſpoken , why 
 Cmiteſt thou me? And Annas ſent him bounde vn. 
to Cayphas the hye Pꝛieſt. Simon Peter ſtoode 
and warmed him elke. Then laid they vnto him: 
Art not thou allo one of his Diſciples? He denyed | 
it, and ſaid: J am not. One of the ſeruaunts of the 
hie Pꝛieſtes (his Colin whole eare Peter ĩmote ol) 
ſaide vnto him: Did not J lee thee in the garden | 
with him? Peter therefoze denyed againe and im ⸗ 
mediatly the Cocke crewe. Then ledde they Jeſus | 
from Caiphas into the hall of iudgement. It was | 
in the moꝛning, and they them lelues went not 
into the iudgement hall, leaſt they ſhould be defi- þ 
led, but that they might eate the Palleouer.

| other tell it thee of me? Pilate aunſwered : Am J 
à aJewe? Thine own nation and hie Pꝛieſtes haue 
deliuered thee vnto me, what haſt thou done ? Je- 
| ſus aunſwered: my kingdome is not of this world. 
yk mp kingdome were of this wozlde.then woulde 
my miniſters ſurely fight, that J choulde not be 
delluered to the Jewes, but nowe is my kingdome 
not from hence . Pilate therefoze ſaide vnto him: 
Art thou a king then? Jeſus aunſwered: Thou 
| ſayelt that J ama king. Foꝛ this cauſe was J 
boꝛne, and koꝛ this cauſe came J into the wozlde, 
that J chould beare witneſle vnto the trueth. And 
all that are of the trueth, heare my voyce. Pylate 
| ſaidevbntohim: What thing is trueth7And when 
hehad ſayde this, he went out agayne vnto the 
Jewes, and ſaieth vnto them: J kpnde in him no 
| cauſe at all. ve haue a cuſtome that J ſhoulde de- 
luer vou one loſe at Eaſter, will pe that J loſe vn⸗ 
to pou the king ok the Jewes? Then cried they all 

agapne, ſaying: Not him, but Barrabas. The 
lame Barrabas was a murtherer. Then Pilate 
toe Jefus therefoze and ſcourged him. And the 
+ louldiours wounde a crowne 07 threne and pur 
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it on his head. Ind they did on him à purple gar 
ment, and came vnto him, and layde, hayle king oi 
the Jewes, and they ſmote him on the face. Pilate 
went foꝛth agayne. and ſaide vnto them: Beholde 
I bꝛing him foꝛth to pou, that ye may knowe that 
I fynde no fault in him. Then came Jelus foꝛth 
wearing a crowne of thoꝛne, and a robe of purple, 
And he laieth vnto them, beholde the man. ohen 
the hye Pꝛieſtes and the miniſters ſawe him, they 
cried, crucifie him, crucifie him. Pilate ſapeth 
vnto them: Take ye him and crucifie him: fo. J 
fynde no cauſe in him. The Jewes aunſwered 
him: Me haue a lawe, and by our lawe he ought 
to dye, becauſe he made him ſelke the ſonne of God. 
When Pilate harde that ſaping he was the moze 
afrapde,and went agapne into the iudgement hall, 
and laide vnto Jelus: Mhence art thou: But Je- 
ſus gaue him none aunſwere. Then ſayde Plate 
vnto him: Speakeſt thou not vnto me? Knowell 
thou not that J haue power to crucifte thee , and 
haue power to loſe thee” Jeſus aunlwered: Thou 
couldeſt haue no power at all againſt me, except it 
were geuen thee from aboue, therfoze he that deli⸗ 
uered me vnto thee hath the moꝛe finne. And fron 
thencetooꝛth fought Pilate meanes to loſe him, 
but the Jewes cried.ſaping : It thou let him go, 
thou art not Ceaſars frende. Foz whoſoeuer ma» | 
kech him ſelfe a kinge, is againſt Ceaſar . When 
Pilate harde that ſaying. he bzought Jeſus fozth, 
and lat downe to geue fentence in a place that is 
called the pauement, but in the Hebꝛewe tongue, 
Gabbatha. It was the pꝛeparing day of Eaſter; 
about the ſixth youre... And he layeth vnto the

| ewes, beholde pour king: They cryed ſapinge: 
Away with him, away with him, crucifie him; 
| Pilate ſayeth vnto them: Shall J crucifie pour 
bing: The hye Pzieſtes aunſwered: Me haue no 
king but Ceaſar.

to be crucikied. And they tooke Jeſus and led him 


wap, and he bare his croſle, and went fooꝛth into 
a place, which is called the place of dead mens 
kllkulles, but in Hebꝛue Golgotha, where they cruci- 
tied him, and two other with him, on eyther ſide 
one, and Jeſus in the middeſt. And Pilate wꝛote 
à title, and put it vppon the Croſſe. The wꝛiting 
was: Ieſus of Nazareth King of the Iewes. This title 
read manpe ok the Jewes , fo? the place where Je⸗ 
lus was crucikied, was nere to the Citie. And it 
was wꝛitten in Hebꝛewe, Greke, and Latin. Then 
ſaide the hye Pꝛieſtes of the Jewes to Pilate: 
D ꝛite not king ol the Jewes, but that he ſaide, J 
am king ok the Jewes. Pilate aunſwered : What 
Jj haue wꝛitten, that J haue written. Then the 
louldiers. when they had crucified Jelus tone his 
| garmentes and made foure partes , to eucry foul- 
diour a part, and alſo his coate . The coate was 
without ſeame, wꝛought vpon thꝛoughout. They 
ſaide therfoze among them ſelues : Let vs not de- 
uide it, but caſt lottes foꝛ it who ſhall haue it, that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaying : They 
haue parted my rayment among them, and foꝛ my 
coate did they caſt lottes . And the ſouldtcurs did 
ſuche thinges in deede . There ſtoode by the Croſſe 
of Jckus , his mother, and his mothers ſiſter. 
| Mary the wife cf Cleophas , and Marye Mag- 
{ dalene, When Jelus che i ſawe his muß 
1 nw 
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and the Diſciple whom ye loued, landing, he ſay: 
eth vnto his mother, woman, beholde thy ſonne. 
Then laid he to the Diſciple, beholde thy mother. 
And from that hour, the Diſciple tooke her foꝛ his 
owne. 

Atter thele thinges, Jeſus knowing that all 
thinges were nowe perkourmed, that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfiliedhe ſaid:J thirſt. So there 
ſtoode a veſlell by full of vineger.therefoze they fül⸗ 
led a ſponge with vineger , and wounde it about 
with Ilope, and put it to his mouth. Alone as Je- 
ſus then receiued of the vineger he ſaide: It ig fi 
niched, and bowed his hed, and gaue vp the gholt. 
The Jewes therekoze , becaule it was the pꝛepa⸗ 
ring of the Sabboth, that the bodyes ſhould not 
remaine vppon the Croſſe on the Sabboth day, 
(ko: that Sabboth day was an hie day) beſought 
Pilate that their legges might be bꝛoken, and 
that they might be taken downe .
